Chicago, July 6—The country’s 
third political party was split today 
a few hours after its organization, 
over communism and Henry Ford. 
- Liberals in the minorities coali- 
tion conference, fathered by the

, present Farmer-Labor party, forced 


through organization of the “Fed- 
erated Farmer-Labor Party” at a 
session ending after midnight to- 
day. The plan adopted was that 
of the ‘Workers’ Party for amalga- 
mation of all present political min- 
orities. 

C E. Ruthenberg and William Z. 
Foster led the “Liberal” majority 
that cheered mention of soviet Rus- 
sia and communism. Conservative 
farmer delegates of the establish- 
ed Farmer-Labor party fought: the 
organization plan and many of the 
leaders and delegates announced 
plans to bolt the project. 

Conservative farmer and labor 
delegateq also split with liberals 
over the mention of Henry Ford 
for president. Liberals denounced 
him ag a “capitalist.” 

Farmer-Labor conservative lead- 
ers refuse to join the coalition be- 
cause of the alleged affiliation of 
the Workers’ party with Moscow. 

American Federation of Labor 
men declared they would be ex- 
pelled by their national officers if 
they were affiliated with the Work- 
ers’ Party. 

Formation of the new party was 
followed by a resolution, demand- 
ing iminediate recognition of Sov- 
iet Russia and Mexico,

The new Party adopted 
principles: : 

(1) Nationalization of all public 
utilities, communication and trans- 
portation. 

(2) Industries must be run by 
workers and farmers. 

(3) Working and farming masses 
must be assured maximum security 
against destitution, unemployment, 
sickness and high prices. 

The Ruthenberg-Foster faction 
also secured adoption of a legis- 
lative program which includes fed- 
eral laws; providing for an eight- 
hour day, with employers violating 
it subject to imprisonment, mak- 
ing reserve bank systems serve 
farmers and workers, providing 
compensation for unemployed, pro- 
viding a minimum living wage and 
‘child labor legislation. 

“The federation will never hold- 
another convention,” 
McVey, chairman of the Illinois 
Farmer-Labor party, following or- 
ganization of the coalition.
